At least 2000 
patents and teachers will be 
in Sydney imm every* Aus- 
tralian State on Saturday, 
May 21, for a one-day 
National KdiiratiiJii Confer- 
ence. 

Mrs. L. J. Brown, of Ryde, 
N.S.W., wile of an engineer 
arid .mother of three schnob 
age children, explained the 
Conference aims. 

Joint secretary of the Con- 
ference, she is secretary of the 
Attsirahan Council! of School 
Orsanitaiiooi (which is sport- 
soring the Conference wirh die 
Anstcalian Tearhers 1 Feder- 
ation i and Stale president of 
the federation of Infants' 
Sa hi.M,l Clubs. 

"Education's greatest im- 
mediate need is money — for 
more schools, more anil bet- 
ter equipment, more teachers," 
she said. f 

"Australian education lives 
from year to year, on bud- 
gets, instead of beintt planned 
50 yenr* ahead as in more 
advanced countries. 

"We feel that education has 
grino heyond lite resources of 
the States. The t'onference 
loin- at na I innss ide support for 
a request tu the Federal Gnv- 
eriuuenl for a substantial 
i-niiTL'cniv grant to all States. 

Govt, Inquiry 

"We also think that the 
Federal Government should 
set up n committee uf inquiry, 
similar u» the Murray Com- 
mittee on Universities, i<> m- 
ivitiiratc Australia's i-dura- 
tiolial svslems. 

"The timr is tonyv overdue 
For an authoritative estimate 
of our educational systems, 
and what improvements and 
changes are most urgent. 

"There is great lack of re- 
ciprocal standards between 
(be States." 

Mrs. Brown's concern as a 
parent began a decade ago 
when she took a riose look 
at the drab, overcrowded 
classrooms, dirty lavatories, 
and scarcity of equipnwn, at 
her daughter's school. 

What she saw appalled her. 
Shr decided to try In do uiiit- 
ibini; about it, and has ffivrn 
up much of her spare time 
ever since. 

"There is greater parent 
interest in schools and educa- 
tion today than at auy other

time in our history," she said. 

"Parents nmv want to know 
what dieir children are learn- 
ing and Lhe people who are 
teaching them, because they 
know that eduration is the 
joint responsibility of teacher 
and parent." 

Voluntary organisations like 
the Parents and Gilberts', In- 
fants' School Clubs, Menhi rs' 
Clubs, and odiers make an 
enormous contribution to Aus- 
tralian public schools. 

They provide books, text- 
books, handwork materials, 
educational toys, sports gear, 
pianos, radio and television 
sets, record players, pictures, 
sewing machines, typewriters, 
paint, and many other things. 

In N.S.W.. alimr parents 
raise about £f ,250,000 a year 
for amenities and equipment. 

But parents uejierally are 
not playing their pan in 
attempting to improve Our 
schools, apart from -riving 
financial help to voluntary 
organisations. 

"Only j small minority of 
parents are directly interested 
in parent-school activity." she 
said. 

"Of the 400 affiliated and. 
100 non-affiliated Infants' 
Schools' Clubs in N.S.W., only 
about 25,000 parents regularly 
attend meetings and work 
directlv w^ith the schools.

"Our biggest disappoint- 
menT is the, lack of interest 
from New Australians, par- 
ticularly those from the Med- 
iterranean countries. 

"Language is often a prob- 
lem. Many of these migrants 
have children at Catholic 
srhools and many work ex- 
tremely hard to establish 
themselves ill a new country. 

"But thev have a lot to 
offer from their experience 
and ancient cultures, and we 
would much appreciate their 
interest and active support."

The "Daily 
Mail 1 ' ran a two-column story 
under the headlines^ "Red Men- 
ace in Public Schools' Moscow 
Attempt* to Corrupt Boys, OfTi- 
rer's Son Sponsors Extremist

The extremist journal was 
titled "Out 1 of Bounds," edited 
and publinbed by Esmond. The 
'■Daily Mail" quoted from the 
marine's statement of prin- 
ciples: " 'Out of Bounds* wiB 
openly champion the forces of 
progress against ihe forces of 
reaction on every front, from 
compulsory military [raining to 
propagandist leaching.' 9 

Shordy after the 'TJaily 
Mail" story appeared, the news: 
broke that Esmond had run 
away from school. 

Headlines 

Newspapers variously head- 
lined the story; Mr. Churchill's 
Fifteen-year-old Nephew Van- 
ishes: Winston's "Red" Neptoew; 
Colonel's Son Runs Away From 
Sthool,- "Under Influence of 
London Communists" Says 
Mother. 

My admiration for Esmond 
was unbounded. Although wr 
wrre second cousins, I had 
never met hitn- 

As the year dragged inter- 
minably by a my schoolroom 
days came to an end, and my 
cousin Idden and I were sent 
to Paris to perfect our know- 
ledge of French at the Sor- 
hunne, 

Then must follow , as in- 
evitably as the sun rises, but 
never sets, on the British Em- 
pire, my first London season-

After all. one was bound 10 
meet hundreds of people;

All the same, 1 had an un- 
rasy feeling I wasn't going to 
enjoy it much and that the only 
eood thing to be said for the 
whole procedure was that at 
last Td be a Grown- Up. 

We arrived back from Fari* 
to find that Esmond Romilly 
w&b in the news again. Using 
a left-wing Bloomsbury book- 
shop a* his headquarters, be 
had established a sort of in- 
formal . centre for othfcr boys 
who had run away or benn 
rxpeiled from public schools. 

With thrir help, he plotted 
the editing, production, and 
distribution or "Out of 
Bounds." The maga»n>e was 
flourishing, after a fashion. 

Its "infant left-wing editor," 
as the newspapers sarcastically 
railed Esmond, had succeeded 
in attracting support and 
financial contributions from 
numerous unlikely sources. 

Bernard Shaw had sent a 
cheque And his congratula- 
tions; the "New Statesman" had 
commended some, of the 
articles; even some of the f vir- 
ion dailies had treated the 
venture with a sort of spoofing 
sympathy. 

"Out of Bounds" was in 
truth a rather remarkable pro- 
duction Sub-titled "Public 
Schools' Journal against Fas- 
cism. Militarism, and Re* 
action,' 1 it ran to some fifty 
printed pages of editorial 
comment, artirles, correspon- 
dence, hook reviews. 

Distribution of the raagazme 
presented enormous diffirajltiesv 
As its front pape proudly and 
itarkly proclaimed, it was 
"Banned in Aldenhnm, Chrlten* 
h»rn T Imperial Service College, 
Uppingham. Wellington.*' 

In schools where there wis 
no official ban, unofficial 
groups uf public school patriot* 
among the boys would see to if 
that copies were destroyed. 

Esmond and his cohorts 
made frequent forays into 
Eton, Wellington, and other 
enemy itrongholds, and were 
able lu report sardonit-jillv:

"T>LEASE, fdlcrs," said 
■T Stanley Malt i c w s, 
"don't make a peep-show 
oat of my son. Don't make 
a fuss of him just because 
he is my son. Treat trim as 
you would any other kid 
1 taming to play tennis." 

For somt umr the critics were 
able to go along with Mr, 
Soccer's wish. Shy, gangling 
Stanley junior was just like any 
other kid learning to play ten- 




But as the months passed 
more and more people began to 
sit lip and i air- notice of this 
son of the most famous Soccer 
player the world has known. 

There was more to Stanley 
junior's tennis than merely a 
"good young-un." He was be- 
ginning in blossom 34 an excel- 
lent prospect for Britain's much- 
depleted stock of tennis talent. 

Today, 15-year-old Stanley, 
still gangly, still shy, but im- 
mensely more confident on 
court, is rated as Britain's bent 
hope for the future. 

He has a Wimbledon cham- 
pion's racquet in his grip, 
according to men who should

This firm father-and-son part- 
nership is unlike any -other 
parcnt-and-child pairing in the 
tennis world: it is actually wel- 
comed by the tennis experts. 

Stanley junior dived into the 
world of gut and rubber, rather 
than Soccer bonis and ball, 
almost by accident.

kcll, asked ntc what I was 
going to do with the lad. 

'I told him that I would take 
him away from school early so 
he could practise tennis all 
winter — provided Maskell 
would help. To my delight 
Maskell agreed."

From chat time on Stan 
junior's curriculum changed 
from a.m. lathi, p.m. maths to 
a.m. tutor at home, p.m. tennis 
practice, practice, practice, 
practice, until the twang of ball 
un gut seemed to be incessant. 

When he couldn't get prac- 
tice with other young players of 
his own age he took on sister 
Jean and sometimes mother and 
father, too. 

fie had tie en bitten by the 
bug that attacks so many top- 
flight irrtnti players. He grew 
to love tennis and couldn't get 
enough of it. 

In April, 1956, he entered the 
Northern Clnb trials before 
L.TA. selectors who were look- 
ing for talent to include in their 
special coaching scheme for 
promising youngsters. Maithcwi 
junior gritted his teeth, played 
hard — and won a place. 

Maskell said then: "When 
he was first proposed for coach, 
big, Stan was too small. But 
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he's been under observation 
since he was nine — and he's im- 
proved and grown a great deal 
since then."

Worthington makes the point 
that the quiet, modest Stanley 
is an paper and good learner. 

Stanley senior has also noted 
another (actor that may make 
his son a champion: like all the 
sporting greats (Stanley senior 
included) young Stan loves the 
big occasion.

• Australian skin-divers in all States have taken on an excit- 
ing line of underwater snort — searching for loot and 
treasure among the wrecks of old ships. 



FATHOMS deep in a 
misty, silent world of 
shadows, who knows what 
they'll find in a ship that 
sank more than a century 
ago- -gold sovereigns, jewels 
perhaps? 

One group of rfivm who go 
prospecting in Davy Jones' 
Locker are from the Under- 
water Research Group in 
Hohirl, Tasmania. 

There are It of them, rang- 
ing from teenagers to a 50-year- 
old. 

In their clubhouse on (he 
Dcrwent River I saw some of 
the loot they have brought up 
fmm the old ships. A century- 
old cannon, the lamp from an 
old whaler, a collection of jar* 
from an old sailing veiset 

The group's secretary, 26- 
ycar-old Don Rcid, told me, 
"We took on this sport because 
wc have so many wrecks in Tas- 
mania. Some of them are quite 
close to llobart. We found this 
cannon in the wreck at an old 
ship right under the Hobnrt 
bridge." 

Tasmania has been called a 
ships' graveyard. Between 1803 
and 1951 more than 550 ships 
were sunk along the island's 
rugged coasts. Around the bleak 
Ban Strait Islands, for ex- 
ample, is Australia's largest 
number of wrecks. 

The Underwater Research 
Croup started its activities on 
the wreck of the Linlrose. Built 
in Scotland in 1897, the Lint- 
rose — a paddle-wheeler — was 
lorn apart on the jagged reef 
of tile Iron Pot lighthouse a 
few miles down the Derwent 
River from Hoban in 193S. 

"We dived from a boot," 
aid Don. "Visibility was very 
poor, the wjnd and tide were 
working together, and the 
water was extremely rough. 
Strang underwater currents 
kept sweeping us away from 
the wreck, 

"But at fan we reached it, 
about 30ft. down.

Las' January several mem- 
bers went to Port Davey on a 
crayfishing boat, working their 
way by helping the fishermen. 

At Port Davey they found 
three old wrecks, and from one 
of them, the whaler Maid of 
Erin, they scored an old com- 
pass, a sand clock, and a lamp.

"Diving to wrecks can be 
pretty rough and risky because 
most of them are on dangerous 
parts of the coast, among reels 
and rocks," said Don. 

"And finding a wreck isn't 
easy. Even if the water is clear, 
tree kelp makes searching very 
difficult. 

'Tree kelp is like an under- 
water rainforest, which divers: 
must break through to reach 
the seabed. 

"You have to slither and twist 
your body through and if you 
get tangled up yon have to cut 
yourself free with a knife." 

Proper equipment for skin- 
diving costs something between 
£55 and £90. 

A rubber suit costs anything 
from £10 [0 £25: a mask 15/- 
to £1/10/-; flippers £1/10/- to 
£2/10/-: an aqualung, with 
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about 45 minutes' air supply, 
£1(1 to £50, and each air refill, 
6/- to 11/-. Knives range front 
£1 ttp. A lead-weighted belt 
can be made by the rtivcT or 
bought for about £3. 

Before you fasten on your 
goggles and dive into the ocean, 
here are a few tips from the 
Hobnrt boys: 

• Juitt a club to get diving ex- 
perience and instruction in the 
use of diving gear. 

• Always carry a knife- Yoii 
may need it to cut through a 
tangle of kelp, and many divers 
use it for signals. To attract at- 
tention, the diver strikes Ills 
aqualung with the knife hilt 
and the clank of metal can be 
heard 200ft. away underwater. 

• Before a dive, check that the 
release catch ol your belt and 
aqualung can be opened in a 
hurry, in case you want to drop 
them and surface quickly in 
art emergency, 

• Always hold your breath as 
you rise to the surface. 

• If your mask fills with water, 
press it hard against your fore- 
head, tfien blow through your 
nose vigorously to eject die 
water from the mask. 

• Never dive alone, 

• To find wrecks, check the 
lists of missing or wrecked ships 
in the shipping flies of your 
State. Fishermen may also 
know of some. 

• When you dive to search 
for a wreck, watch for artifirial- 
looking things in the seabed. 
Straight or round lines bulging 
underneath marine plants often 
indicate wreckage. 

"If you stick to these safety 
rules, diving for wrecks isn't 
any more dangerous than other 
forms of diving," Don Rcid 
said. 

"It's great fun and you never 
know when you'll strike it 
rich."

Familiar symptoms of wind damage are 
browning of ihe leaf margins or a mottled 
browning of Lhr whole- leaf. Thru- markings 
rnay be nustaken for .1Ki-.lv' Similar dam- 
age is sometimes caused by sun srorrh, and 
it it often difficult to decide whether s par- 
ticular outbreak is due to wind, sunburn, 
uiirsi, or disease. 

But what to plant is the real problem. 
For exposed gardens, select only hardy shmbs 
Jtid trees which have harsh or narrow leaves. 

Many Australian native shrubs and small 
trees come into this category. Tliey have 
fibrous, hairy, or lough surfaces which resist 
lie.11 and wind damage 

foremost among these are leptuspermums, 
mallee encalypts, melalcucas, gres-illeas, al- 
binias, some nf the wattles, banksias, caili- 
stemmu (botdr-hrushes), Rackhousia 
acn (Irmou-jirvRffd myrtle), Caltitri* mpres- 
Mfonniis [Pari Jackson pint), ralothamnm T 
hakcas, and deariM.
